Claims That the Owner Told 
Hm That Only His PROPntTT 

Was Taken. 



IX)S AN'GELKP. Cai,., March 31.-F. M. 
Piercy, the lone pas.senger on tlie niy-- 
terioii.s .schooner Vine stated in iinutlier in- 
terview to-night that he was luisunder- 
stoo<l as to the seizure ol the schooner at 
Guaymas by Mexican autliorities. The 
vessel was not seized, but the arms, 
ammunition and some jewelry belonging 
to him. At least he ' alleges that 
Captain Bums, the proprietor of 
the schooner, infotmed him Just 
before he (Piercy) left Ouaymas. Bnms 
came to the train, Piercy says, just as he 
was on the point of starting, and told him 
that his property bad been seized by cus- 
toms oHicers and he had better stay and 
help secure the things. Piercy told Burns 
he could got out of the scrape as best he 
could, as he done with him until they 
should meet again in San Francisco. 

Piercy says all the property he had on 
the vessel that could be seized was a shot- 
gun, five cases of cartridges and a little 
jewelry. AVbat Bums had in the mysteri- 
ons boxes, tranks and bales loaded at San 
Frandsco he did not know. 

Piercy says Btims' condnct was mysteri- 
ons throughout. At Gtiaymas he spoke 
about going to some island in the gulf to 
get a load of guano to take to San Fran- 
cisco. At another time he spoke of going 
to some island to get a cargo of gypsum, or 
to another island to load salt for Hono- 
lulu. 

At Guaymas, he says, Burns had trouble 
with the American Consul about his crew, 
who deserted the schooner. The Consul 
insisted that Bums should pay the men 
and let them go. Burns refused, and said 
he would stay and fight tba case if it took 
a month. 

As Piercy W'as a passenger and bad paid 

money to be taken on a cruise to the South 
Sea islands he objected to being detained 
in a Mexican port. 

He therefore demanded a settlement, and 
being unable to get it took the train home, 
to await the return of Captain Burns to 
San Francisco. 

Piercy is resting here from the hardships 
of his journey .ind .says he must be in Han 
Jose by the middle of May to attend to 
some litigation. ' .

FRESNO, Cal., March SL-^"Professor" 
R. M. Munro has fled the town, leaving a 
large number of small bills. He is a 

Scotchman, and since his arrival here a 
few months ago he has conducted a danc- 
ing academy. A month or so ftgo he mar- 
ried a Fresno woman, and according to re- 
iwrts he tried to leave her behind, but 
coitlU not elude her. He borrowcrl funds 
from several countrymen and these he took 
with him, together with a valtiable pair of 
borrowed bagp ipes.

Sheriff Cunningham, ex-Mar hal Gard, 
Detective Thacker and the fdlicer.s who 
have been hunting up the train-robber 
John McOnire, the mnrAerer of Sheriff 
Bogaid, left for Ban Fianciaco this after- 
noon, having received reliable informa- 
tion that he bad paaiied through Sacra* 
mento. 

A special train arrived to-day with 
bicycle agents from San Francisco who 
bad hired three bicycles to men an.swering 
the roliliers' description. It is understood 
they iileiitilied a Westminster bicycle 
foiinil near Keed station as one of them, 
the other two lieing of the Cleveland type. 

Information has been received that John 
McOuire worked in a livery stable in San 
Francisco and that he had a photograph 
of a lady named Walters, who, he said , 
was the daughter of liis boss. The dead 
robber, Samuel McOnlre, whose trae name 
is supposed to be O. S. Brown, formerly 
worked at Holt's harvester works in 
Stockton. 

Both men have been living ar .'{0.'i Grove 
street, San i'raiiuisco, wlien- thrir trunks 
are suppu^^cfl to be. When tlie robb'Ts 
worked on ranches in this vicinitv they 
always wore gloves at work, which ac- 
counts for their soft hands. The dead rob- 
ber has a biillet-niark on the right side, 
which he said he received in the Indian 
Territory. It is thought, however, that he 
received the injiuy in a row in this Sthte. 
He was identified by a man wlio stated he 
frequently met him at Conway's saloon, 
south of Market, also at a saloon at X 
Fourth street, San Fiancisoe, where he 
played cards. He also mat his brother 
.John frequently there. 

The conclusion is arrived at that the 
three men left San Francisco on the train 
with bicycles, of JVhom the dead rubl>'T 
WB" one; *hat on- 'if tl.' r^y ro'e the day 
pr.'Vic s to the r.-'/je;-, to Wnealland; 
that they met on the at'teraoon of the r>b- 
l>ery n«hr Reed station, concealed their 
bicycles and walked three miles to the 
scene of the iobb«y; that after the rob- 
bery Jack McOnlie went throagh Nicolaus 
to Sacramento, the other men taking a dif^ 
f erent route. 

A tramp riding on a braket>eam on the 
train stated that there were four robbers, 
and that two remaiii'^d on the outside 
while two entered the car. When the 
shooting commenced he thinks one of the 
men outside entered the back of the car 
and shot Bopurd. The officers, however, 
believe there were only three men. 

The oflicers are positive the McGuIre 
brothers are the men who attempted to 
rob the train at Ben Ali station last Octo- 
ber, at which time the small man si^d, 
"Come on, Sam." 

Coroner Bovard and Officer Meek have 
recovered the hat and pants belonging to 
the missing robber. They were found at 
W. H. Herrig's place oh Ihy Creek, where 
he worked last summer. 

The officers are confident the robtjers 
will be found at San Francisco or Stockton, 
where thi yare well acquainted. It is ru- 
mored that two linen coats had been found 
near Nicolaus. the same as the Stagg mur- 
derers wore, but bberiif Inlow says the re- 
port is not trae. 

TRAILING THE FUGITIVES. 

Belief That the Robbers Are in 

HiDi.vG ON the Haogin Grant. 

SACliAMENTO. Cai,., March 3l.-It 
would be almost imi>ossible to gather to- 
gether a more disgusted assortment of de- 
tectives, Sheriffs and officers than can be 
found in Sacramento to-night. The story 
of the flight of the survivors of the at- 
tempted train robb -ry yesterday morning, 
in which Sheriff Bogard lost his life and 
one of the robbers was killed, as published 
in the Cali., has been found to be abso- 
lutely correct. 

The murderer entered this city at an 
early hour yesterday m'oning. Since that 
time no traae of his whereabouts can be 
ascertained. While the eletectives and 
Sheriffs were engaged in tmciug down 
numberless stories <J wild bicycle riders 
the man wanted was quietly resting in bis 
hiding-place in this city, and recruiting 
his energies for another long night's ride 
that would carry him in such clo.sc prox- 
imity to San l"ranci-i.o that he could easily 
escape. In addition to the theory already 
related, that the roliber headed toward Ban 
Francisco, it is believed by a number of 
the oflicers conversant with the topography 
of the H.iggin grant, whose borders begin 
at the end of this same Twelfth-street 
bridge where, on various occasions, the 
trail of these same robbers have been lost, 
that the hiding-pl«« of the; robbers is 
somewhere on tliis tract, which is con- 
ceded to he ten miles square and is covered 
in part with impenetrable thickets of 
chaparral, which extends for miles along 
the hank of the American River. 

I'll this immense body of land a man 
could secret himself *or months without 
enduring anv privation save that of soli- 
tude, as a great portion of the grant is used 
for grazing purposes and nm^eroVi^ fiocks 
of sheep and herds of cattle are constanUy 
on the range, where a steer could be shot 
and never missed. The gardens -of the 
farmhouses would be a source of supply 
from which to obtain vegetables and fruit, 
and one could easily procure other neces- 
ssv provisions and necessities from the 
CJinese stores situated at Mississippi Bar, 
an old mining center, populuted entirely 

Hinese and well known as a hiding 
for desperadoes of all classes when 
us of eaeaping pursiAt. 
^.Hfftiw fMIt which the detectives

It seems that the day after the attempt 
was made to rob the overland passenger 
train at Ben Ali on the grant Fred Goto- 
bed, who resides in that section, unexpect- 
edly discovered two meil in an old out- 
building. One of tha men was stretched 
upon the floor, and .was sleeping soundly, 
while the other*was leaning against the 
wall, and apparently keeping watch over 
his sleeping companion. Having heard of 
the attempted robbery Ootobed's suspicions 
were aroused, and he inquired of the 
taller individual, who was awake, 
what business they had in that out- 
house. Tilt- man retorte<! in an 
evidently disguised tone of voice that they 
were resting. Gotobcd drove off and ob- 
tained ap^i.^tance and returned to find the 
men had disappeared. He notified the de- 
tectives and the Sheriff's forces imme- 
diately, givyig a description of the men 
that tallied exactly with that of the train- 
robbers. Yesterday, by request ol the 
railroad officials, Mr. Gotobcd went to 
Marysville and positively identitied the 
body of the dead robber as the man whom 
he had addressed in the outhouse. The of- 
ficers have also known that these men were 
seen on the day previo'i • to the attempted 
Ben .Mi robbery preparing a hiding-place j 
in which to secrete llw treasure they ex- 
pected to obtain from the looting of the 
train. The .story as related by the officers 
is as follows: 

A young rancher, who resides beyond 
the grant proper, had occasion to drive 
into Sacramento, and as his horse turned 
a sharp bend of the road which at that 
place ran through a thicket of brtish and 
iiveoaks he saw two men, one of whom 
seemed to be engaged in digging a hole in 
the earth at the ba.se of a large tree. On 
seeinp his api r 'ach one of the men threw 
his coat overttie excavation. As ."oon as 
the young man heard of the attempted 
rolibcry he iiti mediately drove into town 
and notified tlie detectives of what he had 
witnessed. They accompanied him to the 
spot and turning over the ground at the 
place he designated, they found a cleverly 
constracted -hiding-place evidently to be 
used for the concealment of treasure. It 
was covered with boards and contained an 
empty coal-oil can. 

Now, the detectives reason that the 
hidinir place of the robbers cannot l>e far 
from II I- place in which they intended to 
se< ret their treasure. Vnder these circuiu- 
'•laiici '- a part of the detective force claim 
tluit ilie murderers of Sheriff Bogard is 
secreted on tlie grant and it is claimed that 
he could have rklden on to the bridge, 
which is only six feet above the ground, 
being intended for use in the winter season 
when the surrounding country is covered 
with water from the overflow, lowered his 
wheel at any point frf the bridge and rode 
off by way of some of the trails that thread 
their way through the dense undergrowth. 

If this theory be correct it would explain 
the absolute disappearance of the men, 
who have easily been traced to this point 
and lost. It is an absolute impossibility to 
capture any person in this vast tract of 
hrush-covo'-ed country, filled as it is with 
old abauLiincd mining shafts aiii diifts. 
without enlisting the services of an army 
of men and car^uUy scratinizing every 
foot of the gronnd. In bet, it would be a 
more difficult search than to discover the 
alleged needle in the hay stack. The de- 
tectives claim that as long as he stays in 
this brushy tract he is safe always, provid- 
ing he has taken refuge there. But they 
also claim that should he ever venture 
into the open country they will effect his 
capture, as his personal ajipearauce is ac- 
curately known to all law clhcers. 

■ STAGG'S" MURDERER. 

Captain Lees Believes It Was 
McGuiRE, THE Train-Robber. 

The two men who held up the 'Oregon 
Express were the same two men who com- 
mitted the robbery and murder at the 
Ingleslde House on Saturday night, March 
16, and what had at first the appearance of 
being one of the few mysterious crime'; of 
a similar nature that have biflllcd the jh)- 
lice in the past is now uu open book. 

It was L-encrally believed that the same 
two men al.-^o held up and shot Robert D. 
Hagerty in his saloon at the Cliff House 
on the night of September 25, and mode 
another visit to the saloon on February 21 
and robbed Frank Hagerty and four cus- 
tomers. That belief is beyond doubt cor- 
rect from recent developments. 

In each of these robberies the description 
of the two men tallied, and one point that 
led irresistibly to the coiiclu.-ii'ii tluit they 
and the train-robbers were the same is the 
fact that it was always the tali man Who 
was the aggressor. 

Sheriff Cunningham of Stockton came to 
this city on March 1ft, three days after the 
murder of Stagg. He had been on the trail 
of the tw^o robbers who held up the east- 
bound overland express train on March 3 
at Ben Ali, a wayside station near Sacra- 
mento. Their descriptions corresponded 
exactly with the robbers who operated at 
the Cliff House and at the Inglcside Hjuse. 

The Sheriff remained here four days and 
took a hand in searching for the Stagg 
murderers, believing that if tbey were 
found he would lind the two traia robbers. 
Be was very much chagrine>d when the 
object of his visit was published, and 
bluntly said that there was no use of 
looking longer for them here, as they 
would have left the city. 

Captain Lees yesterday received informa- 
tion from Marysville that the two men be- 
longed to this city and had hired their bi- 
cycles from the firm of Baker & Perkins, 
on Van Ness avenue and Market street. 
The bicycle found at Marysville bore the 
name of the firm, and the fact was estab- 
lished when a member of the firm went to 
Sacramento yesterday morning and idienti- 
tied the dead robber. 

The cajitaiu received further intimation 
that the tram-robber who made his escape 
lived at (irove street. A visit to that 
place elicited the information that a young 
man had fived there since November last. 
His name was Jack Brady. 

"He had no settled occupation," said the 
landlady, "and used to go away for a day 
or two at a time for a visit to the country. 
He left altogether about a week ago, say- 
ing he was going either to Stockton or Sac- 
ramento, where he had often been before. 

'He left his trunk hereand said he would 
send for it as soon as he got settled. Two 
men used to visit him often, one of them 
being » tall man. Brtidy was :i ljicycli,>l and 
took his bicycle; with hiin when he left, 
about a week ago. 

"I know of nobody of the name of Jliss 
Walters and I never saw Brady in the 
company of any ladies. He may have been 
keeping company with a lady of that 
natue, but if so I was not aware of it. 

"I never saw any masks or iinen dusters 



in his possession but he may have had 
them. I won!.! he iireatly surj.riscd to hear 
that he w, , a ridjlicr. iH'causc he always 
acted like a perifct ^-cntleman." 

Captain Lees corroborated the landlady's 
story as to Brady having lived there, and 
said tnat Brady was unquestionably the 
train robber who made his escape. 

"Sick as I am," said the captain. "I 
have devoted the whole afternoon and 
night to thoroughly investigating this 
case, and I say unhesitatingly that the 
man who was killed at Mary.sville was the 
man who murdered Cornelius Stagg, and 
Brady was his companion in both cases. 

"They were both expert bicyclists, and I 
may as well say now what I have kept sec- 
ret since the Stagg murder, that traces of 
two bicycles were found, showing beyond 
doubt that they rode to the Ingleside 
House on their bicycles and rode away on 
them after committing the robbery and 
murder. That will explain what puzzled 
people as to how they disappeared so rap- 
idly and yet no vehicle was seen. 

'^here are other things, which I do not 
yet care to disclose in the interests of jus- 
tice, but yon may say that I know for cer- 
tain from my investi.iationa that the dead 
train-robber murdered Stagg and Brady 
was his accomplice. 

"The dead man's name was neitner Mc- 
Guire nor Johnston. I knew what his 
name was, but at present will not di- 
vulge it. 

"I have made careful inquiries as to the 
supposed Miss Walters. "There is no such 
person. The two men used to go out rid- 
ing their bicycles with two young girls, 
hut Brady was not engaged to either of 
them. 

"It is correct that they got the bicycles 
on which tbey rode to Marysvilld from 
Baker & Perkins on Market street and Van 

N'ess avenue. 

"1 will examine Brady's trunk to- 
morrow to see what I can discover in it. 

"It was rcporteil from Marysville that 
Brady and his comiianiou u-^ed to fre- 
quent a .saloon on Twentv-uiiith 'Street and 
Potrero avenue at iiifrhts and play cards 
till late hours, but there is nothing in It. 

"It is possible that Brady may come this 
way, but I don't think it We will, of 
course, keep a sharp lookout for him and 
if he should make his appearance in this 
city and county he will soon be under 
arrest." 

By the killing of the tall train-robber by 
.Sheriff Bui;ard the perpetrators of three 
daring robberies, and perhaps more, in 
which a tall man and a smaller man wear- 
ing marks figured, have been discovered, 
and the reign of terror that has existed in 
the Mi-siun and other outsido districts 

mav now subside.

MADKRA, Cai,., March .ni.— James Law- 
son, a desperado, who has for the past two 
months terrorized the inhabitants of the 
foothills in the vicinity of North Fork, in 
this county, was captured last night by the 
Hamilton bruthiTx, wlio have been on the 
lookout for him ever since he escaped 
from till- In f". 

The last time that Lawson was seen was 
at Reedley, when Constable Street chased 
him %cross the Kings River, after firing 
several ineffective shots at him while th* 
fugitive was swimming the river and laugh- 
ing at his pursuer. After this incident 
I..awson was seen no more in the vicinity 
of Keedley, and the presumption was that 
he had returned to his old haunts in tha 
hills. This I'resumption was correct, and 
Mr. licatcrof the Madera Tribime, whosa 
effiirN have been untiring in the pursuit 
of Lawson, s<'nt word up to North Fork 
to E. B. Hamilton, whom he had employed 
to be on the watch in case Lawson re- 
appeared in the bills. The message sent 
by Charley Walker, an Indian halfbreed, 
was that in all probability Lawson would 
soon he hack there, as the Fresno offlders 
had lieen vigilant in their pursuit and bad 
found no trace of him. 

Three or four days ago Hamilton was 
told by some ot the Indians that they had 
seen Lawson, and that he had been to their 
camp for food. This increased the vigilance 
of Hamilton, and last night he received 
word from Mrs. Noddin tnat Lawson was 
at her hoii'e eating s.-.pper, and for the 
men to come over and capture him if pos- 
sible. The Hamilton boys took their guns 
and horses and arrived at the home of Mrs. 
Noddin while Lawson was still partaking ' 
of the first square meal that he has bad for 
two weeks. Mrs. 'Noddin heard the men 
outside, and, going to the window, gave 
them to vmdefstand that Lawaon was still, 
eating, so they quietly Surrounded the 
house and waited for Lawsoa to eons oat. 

As soon as L.awsoa had fihifaked his meal 
he went to the door, and as he stepped 
over the thre.«hold he looked into the bar- 
rels of a shotgun in the hands of young 
Hamilton, who commanded him to throw 
tip his hands, which he did without hesita- 
tion. The other men then proceeded to 
bind Lawson, after which they took him 
to their home, where he was watched dur- 
ing the night by two of the men. This 
morning he was put in the front seat of a 
spring wagon, firmly and securely bound, 
and with a man in the hack seat with a 
loaded shotgun started for Madera, arriv- 
ing here at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 

I<aw8on.wa.s lodged in jail, where he had 
a large Oregon boot fastened to his leg, 
which he will probably have to wear till ho 
is either lodged in the penitentiary or set 
free. He appeared sullen and morose and 
would converse with no (me until ne had 
seen Mr. Rhodes, his attorney, who is at 
present in San Francisco. Not long since 
Sheriff Westfall, accompanied by Hi ^ 
Kapelji, with bloodhounds, made a search / ' 
in the hills for Lawson, but they went'on-' 
successful in finding any trace of him, as 
he is supposed at that time to have been 
in the aonthem part of Fresno County.

inventions. Only the product of the home 
ranch, three and a half tons, was pressed 
into oil this season, which yield resulted 
in 17.3 gallons of first grade olive oil. 

Acre's and acres of olive trees are being 
planted in this district The olive thrives 
here on the stony eround of the hilltops. 
Those who plant the olive are surely pro- 
viding for the generations coming after, 
as the bearing life of tlie olive tree is many 
years. Cherries yield big crops here. But 
it is like "gliding refined gold" to speak of 
different fruits in particular where the soil 
and climate bring everything up to the 
standard of a specialty. There is much 

food land in the vicinitv of Calistoga, St. 
lelena, Ruthertord and Yountville, and 
from thirtv to fortv acres in judiciously 
selected, well-planted fruit trees will bring 
a con\fortable living. 

A drive through this section of the State, 
where sulphur springs and attractive 
mountain resorts are so numerous, is a 
never-l.iiling source of jileasure.

Theri> a large crowd at the first 

meeting of tl\e newly organized People's 
Spiritualist Society of California, which 
was held at St. .Vndrew's Hall, 111 Larkln 
street, last evening. The seating capacity 
of 250 was insufficient to accommodate all 
those who attended, and after fifty more 
chairs bad been placed in the hall a large 
number of pfsrsons were forced to stand. 
The fact that the meeting took place on 
the forty-seventh anniversary of the advent 
of modem spiritualism aided greatly in 
attracting people. It was just forty-seven 
years ago that the spirit rappings of the 
l"o!c sisters at Hydesville, N. Y., began. • 
Tlie entertainment consisted of ad- 
dresses, music and psychometrical read- 
ings. Mrs. M. Drynan, president of the 
new society, in an address of welcome 
thanked the menil"TS for the honor placed 
on her and >tate'i ilie aiiii'^ of the organiza- 
tion. These were to secure funds to build 
a spiritualistic temple in which there 
should be a large hall for public meetings 
and a smaller one where beginners should 
be instructed. 

The building should also contain a home 
for spirrtoaftst mediums and an orphanage 
where cl'iildren could be instructed in the 
beliefs uf spiritualism. Mrs. Brynan said 
the socie:y had incorporated, .so as to have 
the ri^lit to receive funds and to apply 
them to the purposes proposed, as she did, 
not believe a Judge of any court had the 
right to dictate what should be done with 
funds collected h\ the society. 

M. S. Norton made an historical address. 
He began liis remarks by saying: "Forty- 
seven years ago modern spiritualism came, 
saw its need and cnn<iuered. Now no one 
need be afraid to announce that he is a 
spiritualist. We have religions enough. 
What we want now is the truth. It is the 
science of life and the philosophy of exist- 
ence." 

Turning to the historical part of bis 
address Mr. Norton said: 

A8 far back a.s 1857 fpirltualism was known 
in this State. Colonel Kansom, publisherof the 
Marysville Herald, was one of the first advo- 
cates of spiritualism. Seances were held at 
that time In the honre of Russell Ellis on 
Sansome street, in the Jnternatioual Hotel and 
in the residence of J. p. Manrow on Rincon 
Ilill. The first lecturer In this State was Mrs. 
KUza W. Karnham, who begun a tonr in 1859. 
With her friend, Mrs. Georgiana B. Klrby of 
Santa Cruz, she did much to advance the cause 
of spiritualism. It was not until 1864, how- 
ever, that a regular course of lectures was in- 
augurated. Mrs. Emma Hardlnge, who ia 
better ki.own as Emma Hardinaefirltton, was 
the lecturer, and she otvanlsad "The Friends of 
Progress.'*- Mrs. C. M. Stove and Mary Beach, 
two mediums, were the Urst to visit the State 
from the East. Thev came In 1866. Since 
then many have followed, noubly Mrs. Cora 
Slcbmond, Mrs. Laura Cuppy, Beidamin. 
Todd, Mrs. Lania de Foroe Ooidon and Selde? 
J. Finney. 

The Brst State convention was held in San 
Jose In 1866. In 1874 a secret spiritualistic 
society was formed. The first children's ly- 
ceum was formed In 1869, but the first perma- 
nent one was formed In 1874. The first society 
to incorporate was the FlrstSplrltualist Union, 
which is stlU In existence and owns real estate 
and a Ubiary. The Society of Proerressive 
.Spiritualist* owns 950,000 worth of real estate 
and a large library. 

Mrs. Bruce, an enthusiastic aged worker, 
made an address full of fire, and was 
heartily ap|ilaudeii.

The funeral of the late Dr. Victor A. 

Chaigneau took place from the hall of the 
Native Sons of the Golden West, 24 Fourth 
street, at 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

The ceremonies were conducted in the 
large meeting-hall by the officers and 
members of California Parlor, of which 
the deceased was one of the earliest mem- 
bers.

He studied hard, in duetime 
graduated and entered the practice of his 
profession. Being of a genial disposition 
and having the faculty of making friends 
of every one, he soon had a large circle of 
friends and acquaintances. 

.\t one time he was assistant jtolice sur- 
geon of this city, and retired from that po- 
sition to accept the office of resident phy- 
sician at the Almshouse, but there the field 
was not wide enough for him, so he went 
to Crescent City. Del Norte County, where 
he established a lar^-e practice. About si.x 
months aco he was stricken with pneu-

John T. Ifnrphy, a hackdriver for the 
Foxhall stables on Fillmore street, shot 
himself through the heart with a44-caliber 
revolver at his home, 2A'ii]4 Pine street, 
yesterday at 9 a. m., and died instantly. 

Very little is known of the causes that 
led to the tragedy. The deceased was 
married and the father of two childen, and 
his domeetio life is said to have been fairly 
quiet and peaceable. There were times 
when Murphy would take too much intox- 
icatin;: drink for the good of his naturally 
sensitive brain, and on such occasions he 
talked in a disjointed and incoherent man- 
ner and always referred to some trouble 
which he said must be brought to a head 
and settled without further delay. But 
just what this trouble was none" of his 
friends ever learned. It is generallv be- 
lieved that he was a victim of hereditary' 
insanity, as he had a sister in the East 
who is at'i«eaent confined in an insane 
asvlum. 

Murphy was out in the city with his car- 
riage Saturday. He was more or less under 
the influence of liquor all the afternoon and 
night. In the afternoon he carelessly left 
his team unhitched in front of a saloon, 
and a runaway was the result. The car- 
riage was damaged to the extent of about 
$.)0, which Murphy told his einiilovers he 
would pay, as tlie accident was due to his 
negligence. The owners, however, told 
him it was all right, and that he need not 
pay the damage or worrv about it. In the 
evening he left the statile and met some 
friends. 

At 11 r.'in that night Jfurphy was in com- 
pany with J. J. O'Connor, recentlv em- 
ployed at the Foxhall Stables, who lives at 
2209 Pine street. O'Connor, when asked 
what he knew of the deceased and the 
causes that led to the suicide, said: 

"I think ihat Mr. Murphy was out of his 
riglit mind at times, particularly when 
dnnkine. Last night he told me "he had 
trouble on his mind which had to be set- 
tled U]) right away. He spoke very harshly 
of some man whose name he ditfiiot meii- 
tion He did not explain the nature of the 
trotible. He a.skeil inc to lend him mv pis- 
tol but I refused. He afterwanl .secured a 
revolver from the desk in the office of the 
ioxhall stables after the men had gone 
away for the night. This was the weapon 
wiUi which he killed himself. 

Mrs. Murphy, widow of the deceased, was 
almost heartbroken by the death of her 
husband She could assign no cause for 
the terrible deed. 

;'l never was so surprised in mv life." she 
Mid yesterday morning. ' I «"as in the 
Kitcheii when my husband fired the shot in 
our bedroom. I rushed in and found him 
dead. I called in Thomas Larkln, who 
lives on the floor above, and he came in 
and then we noUfied the olBcers. 1 never 
heard my husband say that he intended to 
Kill htmself. hut he did act a little strangely 
at tunes when he had been drinking." 

The deceased was 29 years of age and a 
MtlTeof Ireland. The body was taken to 
the Hprgne, but later in the day was re- 
moved to O'Connor's undertaking estab- 
lishment on Mission street.

Tracy and Secretary Humphrey of the Re- 
publican National League to-day issued 
the following call for the annual conven- 
tion of the league: 

To the Republican State Leagnes, league 
clubs and all Republirans: 

In compliance with a provision of the 
j constitution of the Republican National 
i l.i'p.gue, establishing an annual ronven- 
lion, and in acc ordance with the instruc- 
tions of the last national convention at 
Denver, the eight li annual convention of 
the Ki piibliran National Leafine of the 
United .^tates is hereby called to meet in 
the city of Cleveland, Ohio, Wednesday, 
June 19, 18!»r>, at 10 ai m., and continue in 
session until its business is completed. 

It is proposed to take three days for this 
convention so that there may be ample 
time for a full discussion on the questions 
of special interest to the party at the time. 

The ratio of representation will be six 
delegates at large from each State and Ter- 
ritory, four from each Congressional Dis- 
trict, and one from each college Republican 
club ill the United States represented in 
the American Republican College Li agiie 
at Crand Rapids, Mich., April ISti'i. 

The following are e.\-othciu deiei:ates: 
The president, secretary and t'eas;iri-r of 
the league, one vice-president and one e.x- 
ecutive member of the national organiza- 
tion from each State and Territory, and 
the president and secretary of each State 
and Territory league, making fonr ex- 
officio delegates from each. This gives 
each State practically ten delegates at 
large in addition to the fonr from each 
Congressional district. The total repre- 
sentation will exceed 2000 delegates, with 
an equal number of alternatives. 

The business of the meeting will include 
reiiorts from the ollicers of the league, the 
election of ollicers, vice-presidents and 
members of the executive committee for 
the ensuing year, the designation of the 
time and place for the next national league 
convention, a general discussion of league 
club work, party pcdides andorgaulzation, 
the formation of a plan of campaign with 
special reference to the presidential year, 
and a consideration of such other q^tes- 
tions as the convention may deem prof>er.

OMAHA, Nbbr., March 81.— Saturday 
night, Sunday and Sunday night rain or 
snow fell in nearly every county in Eastern 
and Northern Nebraska. A few spots in 
the central and western part of the State 
have not reported, but it is knowjo that the 
moisture was distributed generally and 
almost eenerously throughout the thickly 
settled portion of the .State. More timely 
rain never came, for the greatest auiiety 
felt in reference to the prospects for the 
coming crop in Nebraska and the lack of 
rain had given rise to apprehensions that 
already the conditions in the State were 
such that the outlook for an abundant crop 
were very dubious. 

In order that the exact sittiation might 
be known the Bee has secured reports of 
the present condition throughout the 
State. Reports have been received from 
nearly every rounty in the State which 
show that as yet there is no cause for the 
alarm that has been felt; that in fact the 
prospects are generally of the best. 

In .spite of the lack of rain the reports in- 
dicate that in almost every section of 
Nebraska the soil is moist and in good con- 
dition for working and seeding. There are 
a few exceptioi^s to this general rule, but 
not enough to make the outlook at all 
dubious. It is true there has been a great 
lack of moisture, but the reports indicate 
that the ground is too dry for seeding and 
that with the rain that came last night and 
what will follow in ApiQand May the crops 
will be in excellent condition. The acreage 
is reported to be an average one both in 
corn and small grain. In the central por- 
tion of the State the situation seems to be 
generally good.

DETECTIVES A££ AT WO£K 



They Hav« a Pleos €>f Paper as 
CleW Upon Which to Trace 
the Crime. 



NEW YORK. N. Y., March 31.— One of 
the most mysterious murders committed 
in this rity since the mutilated body of 
"Old Shakcsiirare" was found in a low re- 
sort near the lOust I'iver front, for whose 
butchery the Algerian "Frenchy" is now 
serving a life sentence, was discovered to- 
day shortly after (j o'clock A. M. The vic- 
tim in this case was a young colored 
woman whose dismembered body was 
found wrapped in pieces of carpeting par- 
tially hidden from view in the rear of the 
building on the southeast corner of Sixth 
avenue and Waverly place. How long 
the remains had t)een lying there is not 
known. 

As yet the police have no clew to the 
pprs.jn ur j.iTsons who deposited the body 
there. Ininicdiately upon the discovery of 
the crime, tlie i^olice of the central offices 
were not ilied and half a dozen of the best 
detectives were detailed to fathom the 
mystery. The body was found almost at 
the same time by two men. One of them 
was Joeph Phillips, a young electrician, 
and Patrolman Kasimire of the Mercer- 
street station. 

The bundle in which the remains were 
found was bound at each end with pieces 
of cloth, leaving the middle portion 
somewhat loose. Around the woman's 
neck was tied in a double knot a long piece 
of cheese cloth. This had been tied so 
tightly that it bad caused strangulation, 
and had forced the tongue to protrude 
from the month. Her legs had been cut 
off just below the knee and one of them 
laid on the body with the foot toward the 
head, while the other was found under- 
neath the body. Both members had been 
hacked off with a sharp az or butcher's 
cleaver, and pieces of ragged skin and flesh 
were hanging from the dismembered legs. 
The only I lothing the woman had on was 
a chemise aud chemisette of wh ite material. 
When these were removed a gaping wound, 
nine inches long and which penetrated to 
the biuie, was disclosed just above tin- 
rit;ht thigli. In a bundle there was found 
a piece of note paper on which was a clot 
of blood, and written in pencil the.'e words, 
so far as they could be niad<' out : 

"March Zi. liaw Wanj, James (Jane) 
E. SurindeU, Raw Way. N. J." Beneath 
was the word "Solomon" and also the word 
"Brother," while the word "Ditto" was 
written l>etween them. 

Deputy Coroner Dr. Donlin rr moved the 
piece of cheesecloth with which she had 
been strangled to death. He found that 
this had been tied in a double knot, and 
that it had been the direct cause of death. 
The other mutilations, he said, hud been 
done after death, probably with a sharp a.\ 
or a butcher's cleaver. 

There was nowhere to be found any evi- 
dence of a struggle on the part of the 
woman. The Deputy Coroner was positive 
that the woman had been dead more than 
twenty-four hours. He said also that the 
woman bad been a mother. The woman 
wore on the third finger of . her right hand 
a plain gold ring and on her left breast a 
porous plaster. 

It is the opinion of the police that the 
woman is a member of that class of colored 
women who live on the streets running out 
of Sixth avenue. They make no attempt 
to explain the motive for the crime. No 
one of the no me of Surindelloould be found 
in Kahway, N. J. 



EVROPKAS MARK BTS. 

The Teoplr of Fi nxrr J.vf Rid of Secur- 
ities for Mining Stocks. 

LONDON, Eng., March Ml. -With the 
influx of gold from abroad and with no 
signs of immediate shipment to the Un ited 
.States the rates tor money continued dull 
during the past week. With the exception 
of home railway securities, which were 
weak only on bad traffic reports, the tone 
of the stock market was good all aroimd, 
although owing to the setUement, dealings 
were only on a moderate scale. The East- 
ern armistice gaveja further impulse to sil- 
ver securities. Sir Edward Grey's state- 
ment in the House of Commons about the 
financial policy in the Upper Nile had the 
effect of weakening international stocks. 
Spanish bonds were fairly sold as a result 
of the Cabinet crisis in Madrid and the Cu- 
ban troubles. Paris sold all international 
stocks rather heavily in order to obtain 
money to invest in mines. 

The business in the mining share mar- 
ket has at last become so heavy that it 
caused a breakdown in the clearing-house 
arrangements. It is quite evident that the 
committee is boimd to do something to 
cope with the boom. 

Canadian railway securities showed a 
better tone. 

The market for American railway securi- 
ties continued to improve on various signs 
of widening trade prospects. 

Wool has been bought largely at the 
London auctions on American account, 
while large American orders for manufac- 
tured goods have been placed in Europe. 

These increases were made in American 
railway list: Readings 5, Atchison 2^^, 
Erie seconds 2, Denver and Rio Grande 
preferred, Louisville and Nashville, Nor- 
folk and Western preferred, Reading and 
Union Pacific- each 1^, and Erie and 
Northern Pacific preferred each 1. All 
the others made fractional advances.

WAPHIN'GTON, D. C, March 31.-The 
general expectation is that the income tax 
decision will be handed down by the 
United States Supreme Court to-iuorrow, 
and it is a great topic for speculation in 
Washington to-night. There seems to bo 
no foundation for reports that the decision 
will be adverse to the law, but it seems 
more probable, altogether, that its con- 
stitutionality will be allirmed, and al- 
though the court may be evenly divided 
the effect would be the same. 

The decision hinges upon the question 
whether or not such ta.v is direct or indi- 
rect. I n political economy a direct tax is 
one levied upon pro|ierty of the nominal 
payer, while indirect tax is assessed on one 
person, but is really paid l>v a(iothcr. The 
constitutional jirovision requiring direct 
taxes to be apportioned according to popu- 
lation of States prevents strict observance 
of distinction between direct and indirect 
taxes and the United States Supreme 
Court has decided that taxes on carriages, 
for example, are not direct; so, also, with 
taxes on incomes. 

It would be impossible to apportion such 
taxes according to population. They must 
be uniform. Therefore, the United States 
Supreme Court has heretofore hfld that 
(in the seu.se of the constitution) direct 
taxes are of two kinds only, viz.: Those on 
real property and capitation or poll taxes, 
while all other taxes, import duties aud 
exci.ses(or ta.x upon production, sucbasin- 
temal revenue) are indirect. 

The act of 186Vwhich levied the direct 
tax on States and Territories, provided also 
for an income tax. The constitutionality 
of this act was (Questioned on the ground 
that in political economy an income tax is 
regarded as direct tax. The United States 
Supreme Court decided that it was not 
direct tax, did not have to bo apportioned 
among States according to jiopnlation and 
was then fore constitutional. Thistaxwss 
.'t per cent ]i» r annum ou incomes in excess 
of$S(H). In l.S'>0 il was i-banired to .i per 
cent on incomes above ^iloo. The amount 
collected in \^'*\ was ^^n\^mSX}^). 

The Supreme Court is always reluctai.-, 
to reverse its own decisions, and upon this i 
fact is based mainly the expectation that I 
the decision to-morrow, or Monday week, 
will uphold the hew law. The report that | 
the decisbm wiuild be averse seems to have 
been founded upon the fact that internal » 
revenue otHcers are worrieil for fear •h.st 
the law will not stand.

125,000 in cold pash waiting for Bim in 
Richmond, Ind., probably he wonld not be 
long in coming forward to claim it. 

Yet the fact is, and C. R. Mayhongh of 
144 Seventh street, who is intrusted with 
the mission of finding the man, has thus 
far signally failed in his efforts. 

A lull description of Deserish has been 
forwarded to Mr. Mayliough by Alfred 
AVeishaupt, one of Richmond's best-known 
German citizens, who is the administrator 
of the large estate, the settlement of which 
has just occurred. 

For the paM month small advertisements 
have been inserted in the papers here, but 
to no purpose. 

When last heard from, about fifteen years 
ago, Deserish was in San Francisco, and -it 
is presumed that he drifted to the mines. 
He is a native of Alese, Germany, and 
came to America about forty years ago, 
settling in Cincinnati, where he followed 
the occupation of molder. 

He came to California in 18S0 and a year 
later his brother, Sebastian Deserisli, for- 
warded to him $6000 in casii, which was a 
portion of a legacy left him. It is known 
j that he received the money, but from that 
day to this nothing has been heard from 
him. For the reason that there is such a 
large amount of money coming to him Mr. 
Weishaupt, who is a brother-in-law, is ex- 
tr..-!!ie!y anxious to liiid him. 

Ihe estate from which the money comes 
was left by the father of Deserish, to be 
divided among a large family of children, 
and because oi litigation has" not been set- 
tled sooner. The property is in both Ger- 
many and America, and at the time of the 
death of the elder Deserish it was estimated 
that be was worth a half million dollars. 

Michael was always regarded as a little 
wild and with no particular regard for 
wealth. Hence it waa that he left his 
brothers and sisters to fight it out among 
themselrcs. What the lawyers did not gel 
will go to . the surviving fighters and 
Michael's share ma v be largely in excess of 
the 125,000 .

Davis^s Roht With the South- 
ern Pacific— Cohen's FAO-tmE 
Was Expected. 



The members of the new City Council 
will take their seats this evening, presided 
over by Oakland's new Mayor, J. L. Davie, 
and the public is looking forward with in- 
terest to the neiaage which bb will pre- 
sent. 

As the Council is like the retiring body, 
largely Fopulistic in political complexion, 
and, in fact, composed of a majority of the 
old Cotmcllinen, there is a feelin; that the 
policy pursued will not be largely at vari- 
ance with that of the old board, though 
the views of the Mayor on certain subjects 
are certain to make him antagonistic to 
some of the measures recently atlopted by 
city fathers. 

The ordinance recently passed giving 
James Taylor & Co. the privilege of erect- 
ing coal-bunkers on Franklin-street Wharf, 
with dockage facilities on the same struc- 
ture, is particularly objectionable to Mayor 
Davie, partly on account of the incon- 
ve nienee the docking of the colliers causes 
his freight boats Sauna and Hue Island 
in reaching their waiehoase or tbe Oity 
'Wharf, and also because the Merdiants' 
Uxchange is ont in opposition to the gfant- 
ing 01 the privilege. The message may 
con tain some stnmg references to this sub- 
ject. 

Another matter which the Council will 
be called upon to take cognizance of is the 
movement now on foot to i-la-e Oakland 
saloons on Sundap. The mini-^ters yf this 
city have organized for that purj)ose and 
will make a determined fight to gain their 
object. Mayor Davie and a number of the 
Counciln^en who were elected on tbe Popu- 
list ticket were pledged by the convention 
which nominated tnem to continue the 
fight against the Southern Pacific on the 
water-front issue, and the ehief executive 
will doubtless make pointed aUasionsto 
this point. 

Oohea's Failnre 'VTat Expeet'ed. 

Tbe news that Edgar A. Cohen of Ala- 
meda,. a son of the Southern Pacific attor- 
ney, who died some years ago,had' filed his 
petition in insolvency did not create great 
surprise in Oakland, as he was known to 
be much embarrassed linancially some 
time agOj.and the fact that his mother re- 
fused to step between bim and his cred- 
itors further harassed him. It is said that 
he has been arranging his aflairs for sev- 
eral months nast witn a view to settling 
with his creditors through the insolvency 
court. His liabilities footed nplSSljMl 89, 
with assets nothing.

The Non-Partisan convention for the 
purpose of nominating candidates for tbe 
ne.vt town election, which takes place May 
13, was held in Odd Fellows' Hall on Satur- 
day night. There being much preliminary 
business to transact it was nearly 11 o'clock 
before nominating commenced. . 

There were abont eighteen delegates from 
each of tbe seven wards, makings total of 
nearly 130 representatives present. The 
old hall was crowded to the very doors 
with citisens ^>d othw interested specta- 
tors. 

The nomiratfor.s for Town Trustees re- 
sulted as fr.liow.s: First ward, John Finn; 
second vi-,.rd, William Carey Jones; third 
ward, J. W. Richards; fourth ward, Mat- 
thew Lee; fifth ward, John Martin; sixth 
ward, Byron Underwood and seventh 
ward M. J. Acton.

MEN LIKE JU DAS. 

The Bev. "W. H. Horelaud Says There 
Axa Kany of Tbern To-Dsjr. 
BoT. W. H. llorelscnd preached to a large 
congregation at St Luke's Church yester- 
day. His subject was "Judas Iscariot," 
who, he declared, was not a monster of ini- 
quity, but a weak, yielding, guilty man 
exactly like many to-day. He said Christ 
selected him because he had fine traits, 
and made him treasurer of the little band, 
to Keep the bag and purchasi- the siijiplies, 
because he was shrewd and keeii in hand- 
ling money. 

"Xhetemptation to which such a charac- 
ter is liable," saia the rector, ."is overcfm 
abont money-^-covetonsness. No one is so 
likely to fall into tiie snare of vanitr and 
avarice as the man who secretly feels his 
superiority to others in dealing with 
money, in turning to gold what his hand 
touches. At first there was only a slight 
difference between him and the others, but 
gradually he drifted into a mercenary 
spirit, ile put his hand in the bag and 
took money for his own use, arguing that 
it was onlv his share of the common purse. 
We know all about the tricks, the mental 
ex[ilaiiutions and evasiotU with which men 
jujrgle w i;li their conscience and let Satan 
into 111. ir >.>;i's until they become his 
slaves and are free no more." 

The speaker described with graphic 
touches and in a dramatic -manner the 
making of the secret bargain to betray 
Christ, the growth of treachery in the 
heart of Judas, the betrayal under the trees 
of the garden, the remorse of Judas and his 
suicide, and traced the gradual decline of 
the guilty man, showing it to be so natural, 
so perfectly humbn, the awful end coming 
from just a little yielding here and there at 
critical moments. He drew a picture of 
Jesus loving Judas to the last and waiting 
for him to come back, and urged the most 
guilty soul in the congregation before him, 
though he had betrayed the Lord a hun- 
dred times to come back to (.!hrist. 

"You will say," the preacher continued, 
"'I haven't done the sin of Judas.' No, 
for he couldn't sin as we have sinned. We 
are walking in the grace and light of 2000 
years of Christ's presence on the earth. It 
is possible to sin now more deeply than 
ever before. Measure yotuself not by 
others, bat by Ood's wonderfal kindness to 
you."

Soo Hoo Nam Aiif Tells of His 
Experiences at St. John's 
Church. 



His Friend, Quong L£)t, Became 
A Christian and Fled for 
His Life. 



The congregation of St. John's Presby- 
terian Church, California and Octavia 
streets, listened with keen interest to a 
sermon delivered by 809 Hoo Nam Art, the 
Chinese assistant of Bev. Ira M. Condit, 
pastor of the Pxesbytorian Chinese Church 
Mission, yesterday forenoon.. 

It was the regular Stmday for the taking 
of a collection for foreign missions, and St. 
John's pastor, Bev. D. Hanson Irwin, in- 
troduced the minister as his Christian 
brother and an object lesson, a living illus- 
tration of the beneficent effects of mission- 
ary work in the Chinese empire. 

The minister took^or the basis of his ser^ 
mon a text in the ninth Terse ' of the six- 
teenth chapter of Acts: 

There stood a man of Macedonia and preyed 
htm, saying, "Come over into Macedonia and 
help us." 

"No one but a person w^ho has lived for 

years in China," said the preacher, can

form any idea of the hindrances in the way 
of chnstianizinK the native residents. 
Three things are mainly responsible for 
this state of affairs: first, the worshiping 
of ancestors; second, the worsliiping of 
idols, ana third, the fear of the Chinese 
that the Christians wish to breakdown the 
native customs and traditions, in order to 
obtain tbe mastervand finally to snbingate 
them. The worshiping of ancestors and 
idols is the very foundatiot: of their super- 
stition. 

"When I came to San Francisco in 1875 1 
knew absolutely nothing ol Christianity 
but soon after my arrival I becaihe con- 
verted. I had no tiipe t!. rough the week 
to study, but attended fou: Sundav-schools 
and one or two meeting.- every'Sunday 
In 1888 I returned to China, but that was 
after I had informed my family, by corre- 
spondence, that I was a Christian ana had 
obtained assurance that they wonld not 
persecute me. 

"My native town is Chickhow, where my 
brother is pracbclng medicine. I have 
converiad my wife, my mother, my 
brother and my brother's wite. Mv 
mother died in 1891. ' 

•'My wife is now in Canton, and to that 
city a iriend of mine. i.Miong Loy, fled 
from Kowkong because In, fainilv had 
offered 50 taels for his h .ol, owing "to hi., 
hff\-ing been converted to Christianity. 
His property was all eonfiecated by h'is 
family and be does not dare to return. 
!„ ™J friend's place for three years 

l» Kowkong.and 
he went to Linchow, where he is now 
preacbing the Christian religton."

The Coney Island Jockey Club states 
that in view of the uncertainty of future 
legislation affecting racing in the State of 
New York it reserves the right to declare 
the stake off, in which case all money will 
be refunded.

AN INQ^NIoS PLAN. 

According to the reports from Bakers- 
field, published in yet'terday's Call, the 
Southern I'acitic (ionipany is employingan 
exceedingly ingenious plan for checking 
the desire of the farmers thereabout to 
pledge their freight to tlie San Joaquin 
Valley road. It is this: The Southern 
Pacific claims that its grant entitles it to a 
right-of-way of one hundred feet on each 
side of its track. It fenced and nsed only 
fifty feet on each side, apd' the remainder 
has been occupied by the contiguous farm- 
ers for many years. Their occupation and 
use of this strip have never been questioned, 
and thtioonnty authorities have established 
roads over it without opposition. 

The Southern racilic, according to the 
report, lias recently announced to the 
farmers its intention to move its fences 
back so as to inrlude the whole width 
which it claims, but as an alternative pro- 
poses that if the farmers will sign a con- 
tract to ship all their produce over its line 
they may have the strip at a nominal 
rental. 

The validity of the Southern Pacific 
Company's claim to this strip will be in- 
quired into in good season. Assuming for 
the present that the grant does call for a 
strip two hundred feet wide, and tempo- 
rarily waiving such legal considerations as 
are involved in undisturbed adverse posses- 
sion for a number of years— waivinj; every- 
thing except the txild assumption that the 
company can take possession of this land — 
let OS consider the position of the farmer to 
whom this threat has been made. It wonld 
be idle to blame the Southern Pacific for 
trying by all means in its power to hold 
the traffic of the San Joaqnin Valley, but it 
is very encouraging to observe that it 
regards the people's road as a formidable 
proispeetive rival : and as it is fully aware 
of the bitter animosity which the people in 
Tulare and Kern counties cherish toward 
it, it naturally assumes that tlie jipople's 
road will receive the generous support and 
sympathy of the people. 

This alone ought to be a sufficient indi- 
cation to the farmers who have been 
threatened that their support of the peo- 
ple's road would be a serions matter for 
the Southern Pacific, and that whatever 
they do in aid of the Soathem Pacific will 
be an injury to the people's road. It is not 
difiScolt to imagine that we shall bear of 
many other plans of the Southern Pacific 
for hindering the prosperity of the rival 
line. One of the plainest things in the 
world is that the benellts which the new 
road will bring to the pcMple will at lirst be 
at the expense of t;ic Southern Pncilic, 
and it is more than likely that the in- 
creased prosperity ana settlement of the 
San .loaf)uiu Valley that will in time result 
from the building ot the new line will be 
of great benefit to the Southern Pacific. 
But the interests of the Southern Pacific, 
or the fact that it will be either injured or 
benefited, has no place in the discussion. 

The simple problem with the farmer, if he 
is inclined to take a strictly selfish view of 
the situation, is whether it is more to his 
interest to accept the proposition of the 
Southern Pacific than to decline it. In de- 
( !i:ii:ig it he has all the chance< ot benefit 
from ttie uncertainties involved in the legal 
pha^csof hi- oicupancy. but he has some- 
thing far better and more tangible. It is 
that the people's road is to be built for the 
main purpose of reducing charges for 
transportation. Of course the Sonthem 
Pacific may shrewdly offer to make a con- 
tract binding itself to meet any cut in rates 
that the opposition line may make. In 
this way it wonld be holding its traffic and 
the farmer wonld be paying no more than 
the rival line would charge. But it is not 
likely that the Southern Pacific would 
make any such written contract, and- if it 
should, it would probably be worthless and 
easily evaded. As for verbal promises, it 
would be foolish to pay any attention to 
them. 

That the farmers thtis threatened would 
be doing better for themselves directly by 
refusing to accept the Southern Pacific 
Company's offer, aud that they would re- 
ceive an additional benefit indirectly from 
the greater prosperity and denser settle- 
ment of the community, no rational per- 
son would think of denying. The question 
beyond this, which affects a man's indi- 
vidual pride and his regatd for the welfare 
of his neighbors and the progress of his 
State, need not be discussed.' The Call as 
yet is unwilling to believe that any con- 
siderable numb<Tof these threatened farm- 
ers will be found lacking when their man 
hood and patriotism are called upon.

A GIANT'S BIETHDAY. 



AH IMME DIATE BESTTLT. 

The first local effect that has been pro- 
duced by the decision to run the valley 
road by the way of Stockton has been to 
create a sudden rise in the prices of real 
estate in that city. 

Stockton's subscription to the road .was 
?!'iO,fAK) in cash for shares and ?100,<X»6' in 
land. The subscription for ^hare3 was a 
business-like investment in valuable secur- 
ities which undoubtedly will yield a com- 
fortable proUt. The land was a gift, but 
this also was an investment in which no 
sentimental considerations had a place. 
From these business-like investments in 
an enterprise in which none of the ele- 
ments of a speculation appear, and frot^ 
which there can be no immediate returns, 
the city has already reaped a profit in the 
advancement of realty values. We are 
assured that at the beginning of the agita- 
tion for the new road a nnml)er of negotia- 
tions for the transfer of real estate were 
begun, the (ieterminaiion of which de- 
pended OB the decision of £lie railroad 
directors, and these are to be closed at 
once. 

An estimate of thepercentaj-e of increase 
in values has not yet been made, but it is a 
simple matter of arithmetic and can be 
determined in a few days. We feel con- 
fident in asserting that this increase is 
already many times 'as large as the amount 
of Stockton's subscription, and that it will 
continue to Increase steadily. In other 
words, without taking into account the 
direct prospective profit from the invest- 
ment itself, or that which wHI come here- 
after in the increase of trallic and from the 
prosperity of the country contributory to 
Stockton, there is the additional and im- 
mediate gain in the enhancement of prop- 
erty values in the city, and this will be 
followed quickly by an influx of money 
from outside investors and by generous ex- 
penditures in local improvements and en- 
terprises. 

It need not cause surprise that this ad- 
vancement in prices has come so quickly. 
It was inevitable, and it will be the same 
with every city, town, village and settle- 
ment through which the road shall pass. 
Every one of these which offers an induce- 
ment sufficient to secure the road will re- 
ceive in the enhanceii value of its projierty 
much more than it may expeni in .secur- 
ing the road. The matter may be regarded 
merely as an investment, and the example 
and experience of Stockton may be taken as 
the criterion. The three forms In which 
aid may be extended are by subscribing 
for shares, by giving depot facilities and 
the right of way, and by .viliciting snippers 
to Si jn the pledge to patronize the people's 
road. 

It would be wise, however, for the cool- 
headei^ men of these cities and towns to 
repress any tendency toward the devehtp- 
ment of a "boom." There ie a safe aui 



It is not ditlicult for a student of human 
nature and of the trend of ideas in tlie.se 
days to believe that not all of Germany's 
heart is in the celebration of Prince Bis- 
marck's eightieth birthday, whicfi occurs 
to-day. The news that we receive is of 
those spectaciilar demonstrations, which 
constitute news.- If any bitterness lurks 
in the shadow, it is close-hoased and 
voiceless, and the news-gatherer's function 
ceases at its tiireshold. 

Carlisle has shown us the force and value 
of hero-worship, and the fact that, in one 
sense, Bismarck is one of tbe greatest 
heroes that the world has produced, is 
alone sullicient to explain why even some 
of those who may not like him will toss their 
caps in air under the prevalent infection of 
adoration. 

For having been the moving spirit in 
shaking off Austria's domination and in 
this consolidation ot the (xerman empire — 
the two most important and beneficent 
events in the history of the Teutons— and 
for having organized and maintained a 
military force which has been the most 
powerful of the agencies for securing the 
stability of Germany and of the whole of 
Kurope, Bismarck deserves the gratitude 
of every German citizen. 

At the time when his power began to be 
felt the disciples of I'rudlion were spread- 
ing the doctrines of socialism, which had 
invaded Germany from France by way of 
KuEsia, aud it was Bismardc who, with the 
aid of his loyal master, William I, out- 
lined the idea of oollectivism-r-the organ- 
isation of tbe producing classes into vast 
industrial enterprises conducted by the 
state. This was a modified socialism— in 
reality ^temalism — and it seemed to in- 
dicate the great statesman's desire in his 
younger days for the happiness of tlio 
individual, as well as the strength and 
prosperity' of the nation. 

As time passed on and his power in- 
creased the idea grew stronger and stronger 
with him that instead of the n;liu;; power 
being an instrument for secii.-iii.: liie !iap- 
piness of the people the peopie were an 
instrument to be used in securing tbe 
strength of the crown, and this idea was 
given direct expression - in his recent 
speech when be declared that the security 
of the dynasty was the paramount con- 
sideration. During these years socialism 
had taken formidable strides in Germany 
and had secured a bold voice in tbe Reich- 
stag. Against its encroachments the Iron 
Chancellor opposed the whole weight of his 
character, and as in- its higher .md more 
intelligent form it embodied not only the 
sentiment of political liberty but also of 
those gentler humane considerations which 
lie at the basis of Christianity his iron 
methods of repression struck at the heart 
of many things which humanity the world 
over regivds as sacrea. 

It was doubtless this that estranged him 
and the great-souled - Frederick, whose 
heart beat for his people as a brother's as 
well as a king's, and who loved kindness 
better than tbe sword. Tbe pettish anger 
of the present Emperor, which drove the 
giant from the Chancellor's chair, was the 
act of a boy jealous of his new and mighty 
power. For, immeasurably different from 
his royal father, he is the emboiliment of 
Bismarck's idea of the divine right of 
kings, ami now that exjicrience and re- 
tlecticin liave taught liiin wisdom he raises 
a storm among Bismarck's old enemies by 
taking tbe. great statesman' again to his 
heart. 

There will not be unanimous glorifica- 
tion in Oermany to-day, and whatever de- 
pression of ' spirit Shalt exist will be as 
much through dismay tiiat the .young 
Emperor has virtually proclaimed his 
acceptance of Bismarck's idea aa through 
bitter reflection upon the course of Bis- 
marck himself. The crown first, the 
people next ; that is now what Germany 
m';-t face, and in part that is the mean- 
ing of the great celebration to-day. 

It is interesting that two great men, 
Bismarck and Cavour, born nearly at the 
same time ami III .t ii engaged in t!ie same 
grand work — Bismarck in the uniii< ation 
of the German States and Cavour in*the 
regeneration , of Italy-rshould have pro- 
ceeded oii lines that stretched in so oppo- 
site directions. Bfithsucceeded — Bismarck 
by the use of blood and iien and Cavour 
by tl»e employment. of those broad, mas- 
terful and everlasting principles which 
govern the minds and morals- of tuen. 
Bismarck was the rapier and Cavour the 
siar. If an invincible (Jovernmei'it, by- 
whatever means iuviucibilitv be scoured, 
is the best t'ling for humanity, Bismarck 
will be remembered as the greatest- states- 
man in history; but the memory of Ca- 
vour will be treasured in the hearts of men. 



SAN JOSE IS AT WOEK. 



Instead of being discouraged over the 
selection of the Stockton route for the San 
Joaquin Valley road San Jose has been 
roused to greater exertions than ever. In 
view of the fact that the directors of the 
road have not yet determined the route by 
which the road shall enter San Francisco 
San lose has excellent erounds for hope, 
and IS reiluubling her efforts to oSer suffi- 
cient inducements. 

Already she has pledged $153,000 for 
shares and proposes to increase this to 
$250,000. As Mayor Austin hai pointed 
oat, however, the most important-consid- 
eration is the right of way. The lioldings 
through San Mateo and Santa Clan, coun- 
ties are generally small and valuable and 
if the peu]]!p's road has to bear the expense 
of securing a right of tvay through theui 
the cost will be very heavy. lleiKe an 
energetic committee was started out froui 
San .lose yesterday to ascertain w hat could 
be (iono by the citizens themselves in this 
most important branch of the work. ' An 
opportunity is thus presented to the land- 
oi^ners to show bow much they value their 
own prosperity and that of their splendid 
county. A similar committee from San 
Mateo will probaUy be put into the field 
at once. But tbe work should not be lieft 
entirely to these committees. Every prop- 
erty-owner has an opportunity ta come 
forward voluntarily and offer the strongest 
inducement in his power for the road to 
rem through his land. 



THAT BI TPMnrOT TB BOOZ. 

It is to be hoped the controversy in the 
Board of Supervisors in regard to the pur- 
chase of bituminous rock for street-paving 
will be settled at the meeting this evening, 
snd settled right. Tbe discussion has been 
prolonged and, so far as the public can see, 
there is no reason why it should continue. 

The issue involved In the question is a 
simple one. It is conceded that an asphalt 
pBTemMit wiien well Uid ia aboat the test 



street paving devised up to this time. It 
is admitted the i>eople desire that kind of 
paving. It is not'denied that it is econom- 
ical, durable and convenient. It is not 
questioned that the supply is abundant, 
near at hand, easy of access, and of a qual- 
ity whose excellence is not disputed. All 
of the.se things are arreed nyion by both 
sides. The only issue between the parties 
is whether the rock is to l)e purchased un- 
der conditions that allow free competition 
or under restrictions that will allow no 
competition at all. 

It is to be presumed the Supervisors de- 
sire to obtain for the City tbe best material 
at the lowest price. If this presumption is 
well founded, a free field should be given 
for comjietition, since all human experi- 
ence shows that prices arc lowest and goods 
are best, where the action of competition 
is allowed the fullest and freest play. If, 
therefore, the Supervi':ors do not open a 
way for competition in the bids for suppl.v- 
ing this material to the city, it will be evi- 
dent that either they do not w isu to get the 
best or they do not wish the lowest price. 
That is the situation in a nutshell. The 
people understand it that way, and they 
are going to draw a straight and strong 
conclusion as to the motives and the rea- 
sons that may imi>el any Supervisor to 
vote against free competition. 

It will avail nothing to juggle with words 
in a plain case of this kimi. The Super- 
visors can, in advertising for bid';, refjuii-e 
the bitumen to be of good quality, suitable 
for. the work; they can have inspectors a[i- 
poiuteil to examine every bit of it and to 
reject all that is not up to the standard. 
When this has been done to protect the 
City, there should be no further restric- 
tions. The introduction into the specifica- 
tions of any conditions that would shutout 
all bidders except a single combination, 
and prevent the delivery of the material in 
the City by any system of transportation 
except that qf a particular railroad, will 
not be lightly judged. The d.iy for. jobbery 
of that kind has gone by; an<l as w-e have 
said before, if any Supervisors have formed 
a ring for carrying out such a job, they had 
better ^ee that it is composed of brass and 
triple steel before they expose it to the 
force of public indignation..

Rev. W. W. Bolton Defines His 
ATnruDfi Toward Pen- 
ance FOR Sin. 



IS GROSSLY MISUNDERSTOOD. 



A Word Which Ecclesiastically 
Means Remission and 
foroiveness. 



Rev. W. ^V. Rolton. prcichins yesterday 
morning nt the Church of St. Mary the 
Virgin on the subject of "The Granting of 
Indulgences and the Kpiscopal Church," 
stated that the subject of 'Repentance" 
necessarily entailed a consideration of 
"Indulgences," a matter grossly misnnder- 
stood by the world, denounced root and 
branch, and assumed by many an Episco- 
palian as finding no place in the economy 
of that church. It was said to be repugnant 
to Protestantism ; to have been cast out for- 
ever at the times of the reforniiition, and 
the Tweuty-secuud Article of Kelit;ion, as 
w-as to be fuuiid in the prayer-books of the 
Episcopal church, was said to condemn it 
altogether. 

The preacher pointed out the gross mis- 
take as to the very meanin.c; of the word. 

It is asserted to be a license granted bv the 
church to commit sin. This eoines fron'i the 
change in the general use of the word. Now- 
adays It stands for the giving wav to men's pas- 
sions, but of old, and ecclesiastic'allv, it means 
remis.<ion, favor and forgiveness. What 
Catholics mean by the word is the remls>ion 
by the authority of the church of a part of the 
I temporal piini.-^hnieiii due to sin. This punish- 
ment tliechiirch j;i-.es in penance. .\I1 sin has 
to be sutlered for. .'■in lind*' us out and re- 
coils upon the head oi ihe sinner. 

Ill ihe early day* of < hri^tianiiy the Catholic 
church, both' publicly and i>rivatelv, laid p<>n- 
unce u|.on persons, these were regulated by' 
ean(.tn law. When these ^vere lessened or 
wholly reunited this was done by an iinluie- 
ence. Tlie original iminl-reiice affected only 
what tliP elinrch under liie pouer of the Keys 
laid as tiy"a> of i.eniinee rtn a soul. Ilis'a 
pert, and an absolutely neces-arv part, of that 
godly discipline which tlie Kjii-eopal church 
desires greatly to see restored. 

Quotations were made from the prayer- 
l>ook to prove this ]ioiiit and special refer- 
ence was made to the Tiiirty-third Article 
of Religion as showing that such claims 
as there are made, both to punish and give 
penance and lift that penance, evidence 
that the Episcopal ciiurcii lioUls fast to the 
matter of lii.scipline, w liicli, as a matter of 
necessity, curtails a power of granting in- 
dulfreiice of such discipline. 

Bishops of the preacher's church had all 
down the axes used their inherent yiower 
to cut off sinners frcuu the c.oiii^regation 
and to lift or indulge sucli punishment. 

Referehce was made to the Jewish church, 
where no indulgence was allowed.of God to 
be given. But by reference to the later 
Scriptures it w-as s!,,..vii tiiat St. Paul cer- 
tainly used the power to ^rant indulireiice 
upon seeing clear evidence of repentance. 

The power to gran! indulgences lies with 
the Bishop, and not with the priesthood. This 
is not because it is a (greater matter than any- 
thing that a priest can do. but simply a ques- 
tion of order and wliat would work best for the 
church at large. 

.-\n inouli^enee is md, then, as so many ig- 
iiorantly surinise, either a pardon of any sin 
or a liee'iise to coinniit t^iu. It has to do with 
canonical punishment, not with sin. It must 
ever be preceded by confession. 

Should a Bishop eietMiimunicate a party and 
assign a penance, and Ijefore that penance was 
completed the party was fully repentant and it 
was felt that roadmission should be aliotved, 
the Episcopal chufclT eiaillls-tin)-piHli<r t > Hi t

He said that his linn shipped no 
prti.-ies to California and very few to the 
Kastern .'^tates, while a few years ago they 
(lid a lari;e business in that line. "Cali- 
fornia prunes have taken the market all 
over the United States," he said ; "where 
we exported large quantities u tew yearsi 
ago there is now very little sale and, ol 
course, no .French prunes cotue to I'uli- 
fomia." . 

Speakingiof the relative merits of Cali- 
fornia and French prunes he said that the 
essential difference was only in the appear- 
ance, whii h was due to the diffel-eioe in 
the luaaiH r of packing and. the care token, ' 
It woiUil be well, he said, for. the Cali- 
fomians',to insist that their prunes be sold 
as California prunes and get all the credit 
for their .^rood uaiiie instead of al'owinf; the 
dealer^ lo pass them ol"f a* Freiu li prunes. 
The French pack all sui-h articles much 
more neatly and attractively than the 
Californians. It was for this reason as 
mucli as anythine; el.se, '^^r.

To require, as this 
proposed one does, that Intnminous rock 
used in paving shall be free from pebbles, 
mica, and earthy,graTeUy or vegetable mat- 




and Bnropean cities, which method saves 
the rock from contamination of deleterious 
matter that blows about the streets in 
quantities suflKciently large to mat« 'ally 
affect the composition of the snb^^ince. 
Expense is saved thereby to property-own- 
ers, whose interests, as well as those of all 
citizens of San Francisco should be con- 
scientiously considered by the Board of 
Supervisors, who should labor to prevent 
monopolv w any kind and to see to it that 
their constitlients receive the full benefits 
of open competition.

The 
speaker had heard it tirged by some that 
they had a right to labor every day in the 
year. Perhaps they have; hut should 
the^ not be one day in the week when 
laborers— and we are all laborers — can -go 
ott and enjoy God's sunshine? Cannot 
nun earn enough in six and a half days' 
lalor in this great Republic to provide 
hit! with abundant food, decent clothing 
anc a comfortable place to sleep? 

A half day ont of seven was little enough 
as a holiday, and the only fault with the 
law as passed was that it did not allow bar- 
bers more time. They are professionals 
and mu&t, to be successful in their busi- 
ness, be endowed With dignity, patience, 
skill and abili^.and with these they must 
mil l?: Jns. 'Tnese requirements are need- 
ed in every pro{es<^ion. trade and calling 
in life. 

' r speak," said Mr. Shortridge, "as a 
toiler among toilers: I appreciate and 
fully recocBise the dignity of labor of 
eve^ Jdnd, and the skill which may be 
disi^yed in every department of busines.s 
aHairs. One man may manipulate the 
sargeon's knife, another the pen, and still 
anoiher may apply his deft fingers to the 
raxor as a professional barber, but the 
honor attached to e.u h depends upon the 
skill, the fidelity and the ability of the 
operatbr." 

Kefeiring again to the recently passed law 
Mr. ShVtridee said that the barbers should 
resolve in favor of a new law, and that is 
the closing of shops at 3 o'clock at night. 
[Appl^ae.] He said that clause should 
iiava been in the measure just passetJ. 
Homepursons had said that the proposi- 
tion of (jrt'ering shops closed was uncon- 
stitutioiwl, biit in the speaker's opinion 

ch a contention was absurd. 

'I amvnot an anarchist," said Mr. Short- 
idge; '11 am not opposed to capital, nor 
I apbealing to the passions of any class. 
1 am strfving to get some capital ot my 
own. 1 ]un not talking with the idea 
of bv'.Ti;' cocaidered the friend of any 
Special class of laborers esdecially. Why, 
every man worthy ot the name has 
to labor. If be does not labor wi^ his 
hands, h^ does with bis brains; and, right 
here, I w»nt to sav that it is a mistaken 
idea to ai- i.nie tluvl the man who esn act 
the barber lio'-.s n't have to mix his bnins 
with his *ork."

AU bitumen and other asphalticprodncta 
in their- natural nate carry a very small 
^it^portion of non-bituminous matter, such 
as coarse sand, pebbles, earthv matter, 
lime and mica, or iron in some form ; but 
the percentage- is nsnally so small as to 
have no in jnrioxis effect upon the material 
for paving purposes. An ordinance framed 
without stating what percentage of non- 
bituminous matter the bituminous rock 
shall contain wonld be detective. The 
proper reonlrement wpnld, therefore, call 
lor not more than a certain proportion of 
foreign matter in the rock, the amount to 
be determined by chemists of established 
npntation. 

■ It is with bituminous paving as with 
other good things— the proof of the pud- 
dinj.' is in the eatine. The pavement should 
be tested after it is laid, not according to 



Pastor Joseph Worcester of the new 
Swedenborgian Chtudi, at the comer of 
Lyon and Waahii^fton streeta. preached 
yesterday morning the •eoond sermon 
which has been delivesed in that edifice 
since its dedication. 

The church is, perhaps, the most pe- 
culiar specimen of sacred architecture 
which this city affords. It is a long low 
buildiuf,', erected within a walled inclosure, 
to w hich entrance isobtained throu.sjh iron 
gates, and seems strangely dwarfed in com- 
parison with the two - story parsonage 
alongside. Around the building is a 
flower garden, whence come the blos.soms 
which decorate the church on Sundays, 
and which, after the services, are distrib- 
uted to the worshipers. The edifice is 
modeled apparently after the Norwegian 
style of architecture. It is covered with an 
old-fashioned file roof and is absolutely 
devoid of anything resembling a tteeple, 
though a substantial arch furnishes a niche 
where a Iwll may be hung. 

The entrance to the auditorium is 
reached by a path leading to the rear of 
the structure. The interior of the build- 
ing is quite In keeping with its outward 
appearance and is calculated on a first visit 
to seriously distract the worshiper's atten- 
tion from the remarks of the good man in 
the pulpit. At one end of the hall, directly 
opposite the speaker's stand, is an enor- 
mous open fireplace of brick in which 
burns a cheerful wood fjre. The hall is 
finished np into the roof and the roughly 
squared rafters and the trusses of split logs 
bound with iron present a strange appear- 
ance. The walls are finished in natural 
wood of a brownish hue to the height of 
six or eight feet, and above on one side 
only open the windows in the b'jil-.liniz. 

The seating capacity of liie church is 
about 200. Each visitor is furnished with 
a rush-bottomed chair framed from heavy 
white wood and with a tiny rush mat for 
the feel. These mats are conspicuous in 
every part of the auditorium. They, as 
well as the chairs and the rush-covered 
footstools, were made especially for the 
church by an ex-mantifacturer" of rush 
goods who has been for many years re- 
tired from business. Generally speaking 
a service at the new church instinctively 
brings to mind some oldpicttiresof ';Nor- 
weeian home life. 

The pastor took for his text yesterday 
morning the account of Jacobs dream, 
contained in Genesis xxviii. In ancient 
times, he said, instruction concerning 
future events and lessons of heavenly 
wisdom were given from heaven frequently 
by means of dreams. 

Throughout the Jewish dispensation or 
era the wisdom contained in such visions 
was not understood. The simplest of them 
required an intrepeter and the wisdom 
stored up in them for future generations 
awaited the coming of the Christ for its 
revelation. Jesus understood them and 
set forth their divine application to his 
own life and through his life to that of all 
mankind.

the indefinite fashion outlined in the I 
ordinance. 

The Street Superintendent, or the Street 
Committee of the Bourd of Supervisors, 
could test the concrete and bitumen 
after being laid. Let authority be given 
to take up a piece of tlie pave- 
ment lor a sample and subject it 
to proper scientific tests as to strength of 
its concrete fbnndation and the thickness 
of bituminous rock in the covering. Be- 
sides, cheinicfti and ni> i hanical tests cOuId 
be applied. If, after all this scrutiny, the 
rock does net come up to the standard it 
could be rejected. This is the only way 
that good pavements cun he etiarantoed. 

Another thing which this propo.sed ordi- 
nance does not demand is compression of 
pavements to secure a Kood surfa^ and a 
solid body of bituminous rock. What the 
Board of Supervisors uiit;ht do in this re- 
gard i.s to require the siu'cilications to cont- 
pel rolling with heavy rollers at lea.st two 
tons is w«ght, as in the old ordinance. 

It is abstird to presume that San Fran- 
cisco cannot do as other cities do in the 
matter of laying bitumiiiDus rock upon the 
streets. But here is a city ordinance re- 
quiring that bitumen must be heated on 
the street instead of in a yard for that par> 
pose. 

If the example of other cities were fol- 
lowed there would be no such thing as 
steam machinery, smoke, dirt, steam and 
heaps of rock upon the street. Nor would 
there be any danger of e.vplosions and loss 
of life. It i.'< a ctunnioii sight to see chil- 
dren gathered around the big steam en- 
gines, where they are attracted by the ma- 
chinery in motion. The little ones caimot 
-appreciate the frightful consequences of an 
explosion of boilers or bursting of steam 
pipes. That danger is always imminent 
■from these causes cannot be denied. 

AU risk and annoyance can be avoided 
by having tlie rock disintegrated in yards 
by gtationary machinery, as in Eastern

"I was pleased tills morning to have 
Mr. Baltz run into me, but I would be a 
much happier man to-night could 1 have 
hit that fellow in the light coat as he was 
crawling over the fence.

Among electricians the 
fjuestioii is considere.i to rest ii]ion the 
perfection of the storage battery , already so 
nearly perfect. With a good storage bat- 
tery, steam, as the active principle in all 
engines, must be abandoned, because in 
the prime e».setitials of economy, energy 
and safety j'toani, with its cumbrous 
mechanisms, its costlines.s and its uncer- 
tainty, could not compare with electricity. 
This "is amply proved even in the present 
state of electrical applied .science. Enough 
has already been accomplished to show 
that investigation is proceeding Qi>on co^ 
rect line^. and that the results aimed at 
are not I'topian. but quite agreeable to 
known princi]'!es. Indeed, the one short 
step; the one small discovery which yet 
remains nnaccomplishedj will certainly 
achieve the end.

There was a ruiiiiway on Stockton street 
shortly after 5 o'clock yesterday atternoon 
that wrecked $200 worth of theatrical 
properties, a $300 plate-glass window and 
came very near killing two men.

The deck will be fifty feet long and six feet 
deep, and will be suspended by an iuTisi- 
Ue framework which will extend upward 
inside the cylinder its fuU length and half 
its depth.. It will have gently sloping 
ends and sides to reduce friction. The 
bottom of the deck will be bamboo, clad 
with ahi.xunura plates. Its sides will be 
oi the same material as the cylinder and 
fastened on the under edges of the deck. 

The cylinder will consist of two parts,, an 
inner envelope of the finest grade of pon- 
gee silk, with two«aats of a secret receipt: 
composition Varnish, and ' an-'buter eh- 
yelope of canvas covered with a specially 
prepared wax. 

At the rear extremity of the cylinder will 
be placed the rudder, which, will be worked 
by two ropes, one on eiich side, the same; 
as on a ship. It will be 11 feet long and 11 
feet broed, with rounded rear corners, and 
will be constructed pi aluminum covered 
with silk. 

The propelling ' power will be a screw 8 
feet in rtiamcter. with six blades and an 
outer rim oi aluminum. It will have a, 
"pitch" of li feet— that is, it will make one 
revolution while th?. machine ^OVes forr 
ward 14- feet. The -shailt on which: the 
screw will revolve wiil be of steel and 
hollow. 

The lifting power of hydrogen.^ is 75 
pounds to each 1000 feet, but:'this . ma'' 
chine's carrying power is figured oh a 
basis of pounds, to provide for discrep- 
aneies in calculation. 'Ail things taken 
into consideration., the machinie'wul weigh 
2500 pounds And.it is credited : with a car- 
rying capacity of 2900 Ixjunds.i.! 

One man can handle theMartin ma- 
chine, but as there is about 'IM pounds of 
carrying capacity to be utilized, ballast: 
will' be used and, when operated in strat- 
egy, can be thrown overboard to increase, 
speed in rising out of harm's way. .. • 

The Martin machine is designed , for 
speed priiharily and was patterned after 
the Whitehead fish tor]jedo. It will make 
twenty miles an hour. Unlike iiying ma- 
chines in use now there will be no ropes ur 
net work on the outside of the cylinder, 
but every part which comes in contact witli 
the atmosphere in its progress will present 
b smooth "surface. 

Charles Juli, an Aisatian, ■who stole from 
the Fteneh War Department the model of 
their war balloon, attempted to sell the 
model to this Oovernmcnt, but failed, and 
hearing of Martin's machine, came here 
and introduced himself to Mr. Martin. 
Hr. Martin is thankful now that he did 
not go into partnership with Juli, as such 
action would liave jeojiardized his chances 
of accomplishing his ^rcat ambition — the 
acceptance by this (iovernmcut of his 
balloon as the model for a wwp balloon. 
The French war ballon makes but thirteen 
miles an hour. 

The motive power will be neitlier steam 
nor electricity, although either could be 
used, but wiU'oe something new, and will 
not be disclosed till the machinery for its 
use is made and patented. 

Mr. Martin has concluded arrangepaents 
for the expenditure of $10,000 in building 
his machine, and will rent a building in 
Alameda County probably in which' to 'do 
the work.

Wie are all feeling as if we were newlv born. 
The decision of the directors has given new 
life to everything up there. I e.xpec; to see the 
town increase very greatly in population in the 
near future. The feeling oi enthusiasm among 
all Clashes is verv strong and evervthing is 
brightening up. The people feel encouraged 
and have forgotten all atjout the hard times. 
You can hear iio more complaints on that 
score. There is not a soul in the whole city of 
Stockton that does not feel as if there was 
something in store for him. Of course ours has 
for a long time been a liye, active town. 

But you have nothing focomplain of here. I 
was astonished at the change in this citv since 
I was here last. Probably I notice it more 
than one who is here all the time. 

You should see how our old Silurians have 
been walie up. Men who have never been 
known to take any interest in the public good 
are now among the most enthusiastic. .

Nearly everyliody has heard of Colonel 
Mulberry Sellers, the man who saw mil- 
lions in every venture he made. This 
affable, bappy-go-liicky fellow linds a 
pleasing reproduction in the person of 
••Nobby" Clarke, famous iu more ways 
than one. 

The Oa1;i^ of yesterday contained an ac- 
count of a great land "grab" that is being 
attempted by various persons presumably 
at the instigation of Mr. Clarke. Whether 
these p<ersons who .are . seeking to gain pos- 
session of valuable properties in South San 
Francisco and in certain sections of San 
Mateo County are prompted by Mr. Clarke 
or are acting for themselves cuts very little 
figure, since Mr. Clarke is the attorney for 
them ail, and is to receive three-fourths of 
what might be gained. 

In addition to this gold-lined contract, it 
is stated, and Mr. Clarke aid not deny the 
charge yesterday, tbat each applicant for a 
homestead agrees to pay Mr. Clarke the 
apparently small sum of 10 cents an acre 
a mouth until the claim is allowed. Ex- 
actly sixty-eight people have filed anplica- 
tions for homesteads in the Land ()tlice, 
though quite a iiumber of them have made 
two, and in several instances three separ- 
ate applications. It is easily seen what a 
"soft thing" Mr. Clarke has, if, as alleged, 
his clients pay 10 cents an acre each month. 
Giving every "ai>plicant the full allotment 
of'lOO acresi and not counting those who 
have made more than one application, Mr. 
Clarke would be the recipient monthly of 
the almost prinoelv sum of 9118& This, of 



ordinarily to discuss a client's business 
and if any one of them has been taUing 
for the benefit of the imblie, that ia their 
affair and not mine. 

"I do not object to saying, however, that 
I feel perfectly conhdent of winning, for 
all my clients, a valuable home. About 
fonrjrears ngo I bought a piece Ol property 
in South San Francisco that has since 
been in litigation. The peculiarities of 
this case compelled me to go into all the 
old records to get at the bottom of it. In 
looking up this case of mine, I came across 
a lot of irregularities in former grants. I 
found that before the question of the 
Puebla's war difficulty was settled, the 
Federal Government had issued three 
patents — one to Francis Read for sixty 
acres, another to the Hollingsworth heirs 
for fifty-seven acres, and to Patrick Rogers 
1S2 acres more or less. 

Under the Mexican law a puebla or town 
was entitled to four leagues square, and it 
was before these questions were settled by 
our Government that the patents were 
issued. The law is very clear on that 
point. It forbids the issuing of a patent 
on any land under dispute. San Francisco 
claiins a grant for four leagues square, 
which is quite diS^nt from four sauare 
leagues. I am right about it and will win 
out in the end. 

"Now the State of California has issued 
four patents wbich are illegiff. On page 
(iOO of the Stabltoaof 186:^. is a law which 
says that a patent cannot be granted to a 
person unless the applicant files an oath 
of allegiance to the State of California. I 
have examined the records carefully and 
these oaths are not on file, nor have they 
ever been filed. 

"I will not describe the property we ex- 
pect to get, though you may say it is valu- 
able. I do not admit that any Spring 
'Valley Water Company ^roper^ is in- 
volved, neither will I deny it."

course, is in addition to the ironbonnd 
agreement containing the dreadful three- 
quarter clause. 

The legal aspect of the case, so far as the 
Federal .Oovemment in its relation to Mr. 
Clarke is concerned, is very simple. He 
has done nothing that would place him in 
conflict with the law, for he has an unques- 
tioned right to actas attomayiwany one 
who might apply to him. Mr. Clarke has, 
however, done this: He has made every- 
one of his clients violate the law in .signing 
an agreement to "pay him in gold coin of 
the United Stataq, 76|ier cent of the same, 
which is the valae of the land gained." 

Many of theseapplif^nts for homesteads 
are coiisidei»Wy wrought up over ttieir un- 
fortunate legal difficulty and are making 
every effort in their powerto right them- 
selves. One lady, who refuses to allow her 
name published, has been to the office of 
Mr. Clarke several times to secure the pa- 
pers Clarke gave her to sign. Just what 
was in that paper she says she does not 
know, thongh she affirms positively that 
the words "75 per cent" were read to her.

street, on Saturday afternoon by J. D. L. 
McGaughey, formed a live topic of conver- 
sation yesterday. 

Dr. Plouf lingers between life and death 
in the Waldeck Sanitarium with the 
chances very much in favor of the latter. 
Everything that medical skill cmiln devise 
has been done for him by the physicians 
in attendance. The most dangerous wound 
is the one in his abdomen, and unless 
something almost miraculous happens 
it will prove fatal. No one is permitted to 
see him. 

McOanghey when seen yesterday was 
anxious to hear whether his victim was 
dead or alive. He expiressed himself as 
satisfied that he would never be convicted 
as he acted in self-Afense. . 

"I did not know Dr. Plouf personally 
in Seattle," said he. "but from my posi- 
tion as Deputy County I'lerk 1 know con- 
siderable of him. He was arrested for 
malpractice, and as clerk of.the couitl had 
the tiling of the papers in the suit. Plouf 
assaulted the wile of Thomas Dcmpsey of 
the Evening Times', and Dempsey and 
Thomas Kehough, his brother-in-law, gave 
him a terrible beating and two ladies horse- 
whipped him. That led to a libel suit oy 
the doctor against Dempsey. I also tiled 
papers in that stiit. Dempsey charged the 
doctor with enticing young girls into his 
private office. 

'•Plouf, I suppose, knew that I was the 
clerk of the court and that I was conse- 
quently possessed of these facts. I left 
Seattle before Plouf and came here, but 
shortly afterward I went up north to ad- 
minister an estate and then returned to 
Seattle. By that time I'loul had gone to 
San Francisco. 
"I came here again last .Tune and bought 
I interest in Plouf's business. I was 
there three months, and when I found out 
the man's character I retired from the 
business, but have never vet got the money 
back that I put into it. 1 was not an em- 
ploye of the doctor, as has been erroneously 
stated. 

'After I retired C. S. Johnson put ?!1000 
into Plouf's business, but like me he soon 
retired. Ashe could not get bis money 
back he sued the doctor and I was a wit- 
ness in the case. Since that time Plouf 
has been persistently persecuting me and 
trying to drive me out of the city. 

"He blamed me for having liiin arrested 
a few months ago for practicing without a 
license, but I had nothing to do with it. 
The action was brought by Dr. Wadsworth, 
secretary of the State Board of Medical 
Examiners. 

"The charge preferred against me and 
■Wilson by PTonf of attempting, by verbal- 
threats, to extort money from the hus- 
bands of lady correspondents is utterly 
false. I never went through his waste- 
paper basket and pasted pieces of letters 
together, nor did l ever open bis i>rivate 
letters. It is part of his. persecntion to 
drive me out of the citv. . • 

'■When my trial conjes off, if it snonld 
go that far/, there will be developments 
tiint will astonish people. I decline to say 
what they are at present, but will reserve 
that for the trial. 

T am a married man. My -wife is a 
daiigbter of the I'nited States Commis- 
sioner in Seattle. She left here two weeks 
ago for Seattle, as her mother was very 
sick. It is not true that I was an embez- 
zler while Deputy County Clerk there. 
That was proved to be a mistake." 

Inquiry last night at the institution 
where Dr. Plouf lingers revealed that dur- 
ing the day the patient rallied consider- 
ably and that there were even favorable 
symptoms. 

'•Of course," said Dr. Rosencrantz, who 
was in charge, -"the case is a very, very 
delibate.one aqd-lt-iii difficult to tell from 
one hour to another what may happen. 
Dr. Plouf has a strotig constitution ana he 
may pull through. Then again he might 
collapse at any time and if the latter oc- 
curred all that we could look for would be 
the worst. It is a hopeful sign, though, 
that the rally has continued so long as it 
has."

Trilby P. 6. 

The Postmaster-General, as the official 
godfather of all new postoffices. is occa- 
sionally called on to act as sponsor for 
strangely named infants. The most recent 
case comes from Ohio, where the inhab- 
itants of an otherwise reputable settlement 
desire to have their town called Trilby. 

Various constructions may be put on 
this conduct. It may be a delicate intima- 
tion that this is a town that "gets there 
with both feet," or that it wishes to pose 
as a model to all the world. But the appli- 
cation should be refused. In the language 
of Professor Nordau, it has the stigmata of 
the degenerate. Trilby is not a proper 
name for a Western.postoflice. 

Should such a name be sanctioned by 
official authority there' is no knowing to 
what extremes other Western faddists- 
might go. Decadents in the unripened 
We?t might wish to rename their prosaic 
Brovmsvilles and Jonesburgs. and call 
them_ Dodo and Ibsen. There would be 
nothing to prevent a town calling itself a 
Kreuzer Sonata. 

It is better to resist in the beginning.

The State Dairy Bureau, consisting of Ii. 
Tomasini (chairman), Thomas Flint Sr. 
and George W. Bnrbank, has issued a cir- 
cular letter asking-the co-operation of the 
public in the contest against dealers in 
bogus dairy products. The members of 
the bureau are practical dalrynien, as the 
act authorizing their appointment requires, 
and do their work without compensation. 

Concerning the enforcement of the act to 
prevent deception in the manufacture of 
butter and cheese the eiicnlar reads as fol- 
lows: 

The State Dalr; Bureau hereby notifies the 
public that on and after May 1, A. D. 189B, It 
will procoed lo the rigorous enforcement of the 
IRW enac'teil on the 9th of March, 1899, for the 
pre ven lion of deception In the mannfactnre 
and sale of butter and of cheese. - 

The following are the principal features of the 
law : 

The coloring vellow of oleomargarine or 
other iiniiatiun "prwiuct i< absolutely prohib- 
ited. -Mid iheiio>«e.-.<i<>n <>fj sale of, or ofTfring 
to a patron for corisiimiition of such liniiatlon 
product when colored yellow isa mlsdenieHnor. 

The use of the words "butteriue," "dairy," 
**creainerv." or of dairy symbols connection 
with the .sale or advi rtiseineTn of the Imitation 
product is absohitely jtrohibiled. 

In the iMindlinR of the imllation product, the 
manufacturers, shippers, carriers, wholesalers 
and retailers, peddlers, bakers, hotel, rcstan- 
lantand hoardine-housekeepers must comply 
withcenain regulations as to the labeling of 
the packages, the specification by printed state- 
ment of the contents and the proper notifica- 
tion of the purchaser, consumer or patron. 

Other provisions of the law invalidate a con- 
tract made in vioiation of the act. prohibit the 
use of imitation products in charitable institu- 
tions, make the eSacement of labels and marks 
a misdemeanor, provide what is evidence of in- 
tention to violate the act, authorize the State 
Dairy Bureau to make use of the search war- 
rant, require the District Attorney to prosecute 
and the informer to receive half of the fines, 
and establish a State Dairy Biuean lor the pe- 
riod of two years and with a fund of fia,O0O, 
for the enforcement of thbact. 

Violation of any of the provisions of the act 
is a misdemeanor, and a llrgt offense Is pun- 
ishable bv a fine of not less than 850 nor more 
than !(51.')0, or bv imprisonment for not more 
than thirty dins: and subsequent offenses are 
punishable hv a fine of not less than $150 nor 
more than !f';iOO, or l>y imprisonment from 
thirtv days t'l six months, or by Iwth. 

The provisions of this law have been sus- 
talne'd in the hiRhest louns of nil, the several 
States in which it has been . nai led, as well as 
in the Supreme Court of the United States.
